for real and lasting peace. (Loud 
applause). But it must be a lasting 
peace, (Loud applause).

@ new and more devastating war Arc 
you may imagine, I have been scan- 
ning the horizon anxiously. 1 can- 
not sce any terms in. sight which 
would lead to an enduring peace, I 
feel that the only terms which would 
be possible now would be terms 
which would end in an armed truce— 
I will say an arming truce ending in 
even more frightful struggles. 

“That is why we are putting all 
our strength into getting the right 
issue into this conflict now (Cheers). 
Tsut I may be asked the question, Is 
such a settlement within immediate 
reach? I have alreadv ‘~ld you that 
in my judgment fra it is not. 
Germany in ny judgmen,. would onlv 
make peace now on terms_ which 


force must be dethroned forever. 

To realize what the advent of 
America meant, the premier went on, 
it was necessary only to look back 
on the rapid growth of the little 
British army. America was now 
starting, and its resources in man 
powftr were twice those of Britain. 

British shipbuilding, said the pre- 
mier, has increased fourfold, and 
America had done likewise. Germany 
laughed at the war declarations of 
China and other nations, but these 
declarations meant that most of the 
world’s food aid raw materials were 
under the flags of Germany's ene- 
mies, which could reduce Germany

In the great Central Technical 
High School in Toronto, the finest 
building of its kind in Canada, the 
equipment which cost thousands of 
dollars is being used for the training 


of the returned men, and classes in 
all trades are now under way, from 
world-old carpentry to movie oper- 
ating. 

Travel has educated men who with- 
out the war would have run_ the 
whole span of their lives with the 
closely circumscribed vision of a 
small town. Experience has made 
them ambitious. 

Spurred by this ambition they are 
learning trades during their conval- 
escence that will assure them good 
livings when they have finished. 
There is no long period of appren- 
ticeship ahead, but days full of solid 
learning in theory and practice with 
no one’s welfare but his in consider- 
ation prepare him quickly. 

There are men in the electrical de- 
partment, who are already compe- 
tent workmen after only a few 
months of training, so apt are they, 
and so intent on learning. One of 
these boys was a farmer’s son tied 
to the land before he enlisted but all 
the time hankering for clectricity. 

His dream was to run an electric 
car, because it seemed sort of pos- 
sible, but with a few months’ train- | 
ing they call him “Edison” around | 
the electrical shop. He lost a leg 
in France but that isn’t going to pre- 
vent him when hjs course is finished 
from becoming a crack installation 
electrician, with a salary well on to 
$30 a week when he starts.

Progress in Construction of Aircraft 
During the War 


A recent English writer on the 
use of aircraft in war says: “The 
hoyal Flying corps went to war with 
about eighty-two machines in pass- 
ably good eondition; they were de 
pendent upon France for engines and 
upon Germany for magnetos, The 
Belgian army had about thirty effi- 
cient acroplanes, and the French be- 
tween 500 and 600, Germany took 
the field with more than 600 two- 
Seated acroplanes designed through- 
out for war service, besides hun- 
dreds of slower units for training and 
other purposes, She had strategi- 
cally placed on the frontiers twenty- 
ene flying grounds illuminated by 
powerful lighting systems—in one 
case a 27,000,000 candle power re- 
volving electric flash—for. use in 
night flyitt”, while a year later Brit- 
ish pilots attacking Zeppelins had to 
be content with petrol flares in buck- 
ets for lighting the landing places. A 
month before the war German and 
Austrian officers visited the concen- 
tration camp at Netheravon, and 
carefully noted the British strength 


in aircraft. From this picture the 
writer turns to the progress in 
British aeroplane contsruction, dur- 


ing the war—we “built hundreds in 
the first year of the war, thousands 
in the second, many thousands in the 
third, and had in view plans for the 
production of tens of thousands in 
the fourth.”

Plan to Prevent | 


Stock Depietion 


Co-operative Scheme Adopted by 
Agricultural Department 
and Railways 


Hon. Martin Burrell, minister of 
agriculture, in a statement issued to 
the Canadian Press, Ltd., outlines a 
co-operative plan reached »« between 
the department and the Canadian 
tailways. The aim of the scheme is 
~ prevent depletion of Canadian 

reeding and feeding stock, insure 
the feeding of live stock in Canada, 
and to secure the return of feedin 
and breeding stock to the farms, It 
comprises: 

A redistribution policy, which will 

rovide for the movement of stock 
fom areas whefe feed is light to 
areas wheve feed is plentiful. 

Free freight policy in -connection 


~ with the transportation of breeding 


cattle and breeding sheep. 


Fifty per cent, rebate of the freight 
rate on carload shipments of feeding 
cattle from Winnipeg to 
points in the eastern provinces, 


Free shipments of carloads _ of 
breeding sheep and lambs from To- 
ronto atid Montreal to the west. 

Mr. Burrell outlines the plan as 
follows: 

“The Canadian railways have 
ogreed to issue a special tariff in con- 
nection with the transportation of 
tarloads of breeding cattle and of 
preeting sheep. nder_ this tariff 
the railways will rebate twenty-five 
per cent. of the regular freight rate, 
while the minister, on behalf of the 
government, has agreed to pay the 
remaining seventy-five per cent. The 
tariff will be applicable in both 
Eastern and Western Canada, but 
not between Eastern and Western 
Canada, in connection with the re- 
lurn of carloads of breeding stock 
from the central stock yards to coun- 
try points. 

“The shipper will be required to 
make a declaration that he is a bona 
fide farmer, and that the stock so 
returned is for his own use, or that 
of his neighbors, and is for breeding 
purposes only. 

“On presenting the certificate em- 
bodying this declaration and ap- 
proved by the officer of the live 
stock branch at the stock yards to 
the railway company he will be en- 
titled to the free shipment of the 
stock to its destination. The railway 
tompanies have agreed to forward 
such shipments prepaid, collecting 
from the department direct that por- 
tion of the freight which the minis 
ter has agreed to assume. Further 
Inquiry regarding this special tariff 
on breeding stock should be address- 
td to the representative of the Do- 
minion live stock branch located at 
the several stock yards throughout 
Canada. 

“A special tariff has been issued by 
the Canadian railways applicable in 
both Eastern and Western Canada, 
but between Eastern and Western 
Canada, which provides for a reduc- 
tion of twenty-fivé per €ent. of the 
usual freight tariff m connection with 
the shipment of carloads of feeding 
stock from the central yards to coun- 
try points. This important conces- 
‘sion has been applicable in Western 
Canada for the past year, and was 
confirmed as ‘to its application in 
Eastern Canada at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Eastern Can- 
ada Freight Association held in To- 
tonto on the 27th of September last. 

“The most serious leakage through 
the exportation and slaughter of cat- 
tle is from the Winnipeg stock yards. 
This is due to feed conditions in 
Western Canada, resulting in prema- 
ture liquidation from severa' areas 
in the Prairie Provinces. In view of 
the fact that feed conditions in East- 
ern Canada are so satisfactory and 
the demand for feeding cattle so gen- 
eral, the minister has agreed to pay 
S0 per cent. of the freight rate in 
connection with the shipment of car- 
losds of feeding cattle from the Win- 
nipeg stock yards, zonsigned to coun- 
try points in the Eastern provinces. 
T@ 3s concession will be applicable to 
buch drovers and farmers alike, Ship- 
pers consigning to Eastern stock 
yards, however, will not be entitled 
to the reduction. Full details -e 

arding ths pdlicy may be obtained 


rom the representative of the Do- 
minion live stock branch at the 
Union Stock Yards, St, Boniface, 
Man. 


“An arrangement has been effected 
between the department and the 
Canadian railways, as a 
which carloads ef breeding sheen 
and lambs from *t» Toronto and 
Montreal stock yards will be shipped 
to Western Canada, freieht free. The 

eneral demand for sheep in the 
Prairie Provinces indicates that a 
satisfactory outlet may there be ob- 
tained for any surplus which now ex- 
ists in Eastern Canada, It is believ- 
ed that a free freight tariff in con- 
nection with this movement will di 
vert in that direction the majority of 
any zood breeding lambs now find- 
Ing their way to the Toronto and 
Montreal yards, and which are now 
being purchased on expert or pack- 
Ing house account, Persons desiring 
to secure sheep in Eastern Canada 
will also be entitled to receive the 
benefit of the free freight policy as 
noted above, 

“The car lot policy, which has been 
operating in Sestern Canada for the 
ast year, will be continued, Under 
ts conditions, bona fide farmers or 
their agents desiring to obtain car- 
loads of feeding and breeding cattle 
or sheep at the three western stock 
ya will be entitled to collect from 
th partment their reasonable per- 
sonal and travelling expenses incur- 
red in connection with the journey 
between their homes and the yards.

Government Bulletin 


In Bulletin No. 53 of the dairy and 
cold storage branch of the depart- 
ment of agricuJture, Ottawa, Mr. 
George H. Barf, chicf of the dairy 
division, in descriptive form deals 
with the process of buttermaking 
from the raw milk until it is ready 
for the market. He points out the 
defects sometimes foynd in dairy 
butter and explains how they are 
caused, He tells of the conditions 
that are necessary to produce fine- 
flavored cream, of advisable methods 
in creaming and of the use of the 
separator. He gives statistical tab- 
les of results of separating at differ- 
ent temperatures and at variations 
speed. He describes what is neces- 


sary to get rich cream and the man-|18 others. 
ner in which it should be prepared, 


or churning. He advises as to salt- 
ing and working the butter and coun- 
sels as to the wisdom of care in 
packing and of using parchment 
paper, of good quality. After passing 
reference to the regulations regard- 
ing the branding of butter, he con- 
cludes with some suggestions as_ to 


utensils and their care and the way| 


to get the best results in farm dairy 
work, Blue prints of the plans given 
can be had from the dairy and cold 
storage commissioner, Otatwa, and 
the bulletin itself can be had free, 
either in English or French, from 
the commissioner or from the Pub 
lications Branch of the Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa. 


Hauling Grain to Market 


Tractor Trains Coming Into Use for 
Moving Crops 


The sight of long trains of wagons 
loaded with grain and propelled by a 
tractor will not be an uncommon 
one, especially where the larger 
farms are located in the West. These 
tractor-trains will permit the moving 
of crops night and day if it should 
become necessary, and will do much 
to solve the farm transportation 
problem. In farming districts where 
bard surfaced roads are found trac- 
tors will be used in hauling crops to 
the larger market centres, which will 
relieve the railroads of much short- 
haul business, 

An important factor in arousing 
the farmer to the addition of tractor 
power to his equipment is the high 
cost of feeding work horses. A trac- 
tor can be supported for much less 
than the cost of feeding four or five 
horses required to do the same work 
and can be worked twenty-four hours 
a day. 


Egg Prices Assured 


Last Year Canada Imported Seven 
Million Dozen Eggs From 
the U. S. 


The British government has issued 
orders that for the time being, at 
least, no grain which can be used as 
food for human consumption is to be 
fed to horses, mules, swine, etc,, ex- 
cept as rationed by the food commis- 
sioners and they further “recom- 
mend” that no domestic fowls be 
kept except those which can be fed 
on table scraps, garden waste, ete, 

This means our allies must depend 
upon the United States and Canada 
for countless thousands of sick and 
wounded soldiers who positively 
must have eggs. 

Last year Canada exported to Eng- 
land over fourteen million dozen 
eggs and imported seven million doz- 
en eggs from the United States, be- 
sides this country exported millions 
of eggs direct to England and now 
we must supply the needs of France, 


Italy, Belgium and many neutral 
countries. 
There is no reason for poultry 


taisers to feel blue over the present 
cost of poultry foods, says Russel F. 


Palmer in the American Poultry 
Journal. 

Poultry, both for meat and _for 
breeding use, will be higher priced 


next season and in seasons to come 
than ever before. 


Save Slices of Bread

slice of bread daily, the country’s 
waste for twenty-four hours is 875,- 
000 pounds of flour, or over a mil 
lion one-pound loaves. At this rate 
we would destroy yearly 1,500,000 
barrels of flour or enough for 365,- 
000,000 loaves of bread.—San Fran- 
cisco Argonaut.

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! English Homes Overcrowded 


Four Million Persons on the Island 
Living Under Unsanitary 


Conditions 
Mr. Douglas Eyre of Oxford 
House, Bethnal Green, says four mil 
lion of our fellow creatures in this 


country were living in overcrowded 
conditions. In London three thou- 
sand people were living cight in a 
room, and twenty-six thousand, six 
to a room, Of London’s population 
20 pet cent. at least lived under la- 
mentable conditions. The country 
needed half a million new houses to 
replace those that were inganitary, 
three hundred thousand to ®vertake 
the deficiency in building of the last 
seven years and seven hundred thou- 
sand to provide for the increase in 
population. This was equivalent to 
the erection of 11-2. million tene 
ments, or 71-2 million new rooms, 

In Bethnal Green forty thousand 
out of the population of 130,000 were 
living under insanitary and over- 
crowded conditions. The borough 
possessed five condemned areas of 
which Brady street—the most notori- 
ous area—had a poputaion of 470 to 


the acre. These comitions were 


known twenty-seven years ago, but 
the attitude of the government de 
par scents was shown by their re- 
quiring Bethnal Green to find the 


money itsclf—London Times.
